GERMAN RUSH IS 


llltllE rOOTBAlL 


City , Storm Center in Flanders, is Taken, 
Lost and Again Retaken 
Within Tliree Days 


Today's Wax News 
Given in Summary. 


The Gennan rush in Flanders has 
halted, at least for the moment. Of- 
ficial communications from the Ger- 
m a n / French, 
British and Belgian 
war departments toflay bring 
out 
this point, although it is not clear 
whether the allies have accomplished 
anything of importancé further than 
to check the advance of their oppo- 
nents. 


The little Belgian army, once more 
in the midst of a furious struggle, 
is reported to have 
repulsed 
three 
successive attacks of the Germans 
south of Dixmude, in the great bat- 
tle now under way In Flanders. 


Announcement is made that 
the 
town of Lizeme, a storm center in 
the battle, has been again taken from 
the Germans. 
Capture of this town 
was announced by the Belgians on 
Sunday and denied yesterday by the 
Germans. 
Today's statement 
says 
the Belgians lost Lizerne again on 
Sunday but regained possession of 
it yesterday. 


In the east there are no signs of 
a recrudescence of fighting on such 
a scale as that of last month. The 
Austrian war ofSce continues to an- 
nounce victories in local engagements 
in the Caii>athians. 
OflScial reports 
from Petrograd are so bare of detail 
as to give little idea of what i« hap- 
pening. 


It is assumed that land 
fitihting 
is in progrès^ in conection with the 
new attempt of the allies to gain 
the Dardanelles and Constantinople. 
Nothing is known of the scope or de- 
tails ot these operations. 


"A fierce attack in the forest of Ailly 
was repulsed by us with heavy losses to 
the enemy. 
Further east of this dis- 
trict the enemy gained no new ground. 


"In night hand to hand fighting, we 
also worked our way successfully in Le 
Pretre wood. 


"The enemy repeatedly commenced at- 
tacks last night against our positions cn 
Hartmans-Weilerkopf. 
All his 
attacks 
failed. 


"In the eastern theater of the war 
the situation remains unchanged,"

RUSSIAN FLEET IS AIDING. 


London, April 27.—The followini; Bel- 
gian official report on the progress of 
hostilities, dated April 26, was given out 
in London today: 


"Last night 
oar 
infantry 
repelled 
three attacks made south of Dixmude 
by the Germans, who again are using as- 
phyxiating gases. 
The Germans sus- 
tained heavy losses. 


"Today along our front the artillery 
of the enemy 
has 
shown 
a certain 
amount of activity. 
Our artillery re- 
plied with success and by a strong fire 
proved useful to the French. 
The troops 
made an attack on Lizerne, which yes- 
terday fell into the hands of the ene- 
my, but which was wrested from them 
again this afternoon."

Seven survivors, some of them terri- 
bly mutilated, were picked up out of a 
crew of nine.

- One of, the injured men 
died. Opinion differs whether the Recolo 
was destroyed by a mine or torpedo. 


The exportation of raw cotton from 
the united kingdom was specifically pro- 
hibited in a special supplement to the 
Official Gazette issued today. 


Txjndon, April 26.—12:16 p. m.—The 
English public, hoping that the most 
violent phase of the German offensive 
along the Yser canal has been witnessed 
is turning its attention to the Dardan 
elles, where the landing of troops is 
still under way. 
Russia is lending ear 
nest co-operation by 
bombarding the 
forts of the Bosphorus where a Turkish 
battleship is reported to have made a 
feeble reply. 


No attempt is ma)de here to minimize 
the importance of the German opera 
tions in Flanders, which have been de 
dared to be at least an ample revenge 
for the British victory last month at 
Neuve Chapelle. 
The Belgian official re 
port of today claims thé repulse of three 
German attacks south of Dixmude, which 
indicates that the German 
contention 
that their advance was made over 
front extending ixom. ïpres to Dixmude 
was accurate. 


The latest official (ïerman communica 
tion claimed the recapture of Lizeme 
from the French but the Belgian re- 
port, made subsequently, asserts 
that 
possession of the town was won for a 
second time and that the French were 
greatly assisted in the assault by Bel 
gian artillery. 


Lizerne, pn the western side of the 
canal, lias been a bone of fierce conten- 
tion, having changed hands four times 
in the course of the present 
fight. 
Ita 
importance is due to the fact that its 
possession would give the Germans aji 
important hold on that side of the canal 
and would compel the allies to readjust 
their lilies. 
That the possible outcome 
of the fighting along the Yser is 
caus- 
ing anxiety in England is indicated by

Chicago, April 27.—Frank P. Walsh 
chairman of the United States commis 
sion on industrial relations, returning to 
day from Kansas City, issued a state- 
ment in reply to the answer of John D.

in the Colorado fuel and iron, case. 
In 
part he says: 


"I note that Mr. Rockefeller, jr., de 
nounces me as a liar. 
The published 
letters which arouse Mr. Rockefeller's 
ire are all admitted by him to have 
been written and consequently correctly 
quoted so that his voluminous newspaper 
assertion is in no sense a denial of any^ 
thing given to the press by me. 
Rockefeller's anger and resentment ob- 
viously grew out of a misconception as 
to my duties. 
I was not appointed to 
'allay or smother the causes of indus- 
trial unrest,' but to investigate them 
and make them manifest to the world. 


"Mr. Rockefeller's personal abuse of 
myself is in line 
with the 
customaiy 
Rockefeller policy of crushing any in- 
dividual who opposes him in any way. 
I met it with composure, however, feel- 
ing sure that this very publicity will 
create a sentiment among the American 
people which will prevent a recurrence 
of the Ludlow horrpr and perhaps go a 
long ways toward re-establishing a re- 
publican fohn of government in thoM 
communities controlled 
by the 
Ilbcke 
feller interests.

HIS Big RED AUTO

appeared and it was 
annoimced this 
morning, by bank officials that a short 
age which may reach $15,000, has been 
discovered in King's accomts. 


King has not been seen since late Sat 
urday, at which time he was reported to 
have been driving a big red automobile 
towards Terre Haute. 
Advices 
from 
there were that the machine had been 
left at a g a r ^ e in that city and that no 
trace of King has been found. A reward 
of $500 has been offered for his arrest. 


King had been in the employ of the 
bank for a number of years, being prac 
tically in full charge of the institution 
King's absence was not noticed until 
yesterday. 
"V^Tien he did not appear to 
take up his work during the day an in- 
vestigation was begun which led-to the 
discovery of the shortage in his accounts 
While officials would only state 
that 
the shortage would reach several thou- 
sands, it was believed that the 
total 
would reach $15,000. 


King's name has been mentioned in 
connection with that of a young woman 
who formerly lived !n Dugger, but is 
now a resident of Indianapolis, and the 
i|,uthorities are investigating that phase 
of the case also.

Indianapolis, April 27.—Governor Sam- 
uel M. Ralston said that he had received 
the resignation

Smith is the second one of the city 
and county officials who were convicted 
in the Terre Haute election conspiracy 
case in federal.court here, to resign vol 
untarily from office, following their con 
viction. 
Dennis Shea resign^ as sher- 
iff of Vigo county before he left here for 
prison, but Smith sent his resignation 
from Leavenworth to his wife and she 
forwarded it to the governor. 


Since the men were sentenced on April 
12, Donn ]VÌ. Roberts refused to resign 
as mayor of Terre Haute, and was im- 
peached by the city council, and Èli H. 
Redman is the defendant in a suit filed 
in the state supreme court by Attorney 
General Richard M. Milburn to remove 
Redman as judge of the Vigo county cir- 
cuit court.

Methodist Churchmen Take 
Up Cause of Retired 
Ministers. 


Chicago, April 27.—Plans to raise a 
110,000,000 fund to provide pensions 
for retired Methodist 
ministers, 
their 
widows and orphans were outlined at a 
convention of 
bishops and conference 
representatives of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church which opened here today. 


In an address of welcome George W. 
Dixon, president of the Chicago Home 
Missionary and Church Extension so- 
ciety, said that provision for old age 
was a great, modern-humanitarian move- 
ment and that the church owed to its 
retired minister, a debt it could never 
repay. 


"All great mercantile and industrial 
concerns are recognizing their debt to 
aged employes and surely the church 
should lead rather than to follow in 
such a movement," 
Mr. Dixon said. 
The pension plan includes the establish- 
ing of a retiring annuity.based on the 
years of service given by the minister 
and the providing of such additional 
amount as may be necessary in casi^i 
where the condition requires more than 
the pension affords. 


Rev. Joseph B. Singley, secretary of 
the board of conference claimants who 
made an address, stated that the move- 
ment for a retiring competency for aged 
ministers was oh in all the great de- 
nominations and was being pushed with 
great force by the Presbyterians, 
the 
Methodist churches north and south, the 
Protestant Episcopal, the Disciples church 
and 
certain 
sections of 
the 
Baptist 
congregational churches. 
The Metho- 
dists with whom the 110,000,000 movc^ 
ment is but a few months old already 
have obtained 11,000,000 Dr. Singley 
said. "The present intensive campaign," 
he said, 'will reach its culmination at 
the meeting of the general conference at 
Saratoga Springs in May, 1916. 


The meeting here is being attended 
by men prominent in Methodist as well

Edith Stegner relates in her complaint

"No exception has been taken to that 
use in America. 
No inqtiiry has been 
addressed to the French correspondents 
of the papers, whether the news was 
true or not. No denial of these charges, 
however often repeated, has been maie 
by the allies. But as soon as the Ger- 
mans used the same kind of weapon in 
the battle around Ypres the denuncia- 
tion of Germany for following the prac- 
tice of her adversaries has been ram- 
pant and the most invective sort of 
epithets has been employed. The rights 
of nations have been violated and The 
Hague conference was called into the 
field again to prove the utter disregard 
of all civilized warfare by my country. 


"This is exactly what Germany com- 
plains of, that the press of the country 
very often measures with two stand- 
ard's; that what is sauce for the goose 
is not sauce for the gander; that if the 
allies do one thing it is covered with a 
mantle of charity, excused and smoothed 
over and if Germany afterwards does 
the very same thing she is held up for 
it by ,thc American public as the real 
infractor of established law and decent 
customs. 
This is why Germany pro- 
tests and why they do not believe in 
the impartiality of public opinion in thia 
country and why they do not take 
kindly to the attitude of the United 
States to play a mediating role in the 
present 
world 
struggle. 
Nobody is 
ready to accept as an umpire a person 
or a nation which he considers as biased 
and one-sided and this applies , to base- 
ball as well as to the making of peace.*'

President H. O. Bruggeman and Secre- 
tary J. H. Gilpin, of the city board of 
health, Avill soon prepare for early pres- 
entation to the city council an ordinance 
that will exempt the health department 
from any part of the duty of requiring 
property owners to cut weeds.

Given in Summary. 


The German rush in Flanders has 


halted, at least for the moment. Of- 
ficial communications from the Ger- 
man, 
French, British and Belgian 


war departments today bring out 
this point, although it is not clear 
whether the allies have accomplished 
anything of importance further than 
to check the advance of their oppo- 
nents. 


The little Belgian army, once more 


in the midst of a furious struggle, 
is reported to have 
repulsed three 


successive attacks of the Germans 
south of Dixmude, in the great bat- 
tle now under way In Flanders. 


Announcement is made that the 


town of Lizerne, a storm center in 
the battle, has been again taken from 
the Germans. 
Capture of this town 


was announced by the Belgians on 
Sunday and denied yesterday by the 
Germans. 
Today's statement says 


the Belgians lost Lizerne again on 
Sunday but regained possession of 
it yesterday. 


In the east, there are no signs of 


a recrudescence of fighting on such 
a scale as that of last month. The 
Austrian war office continues to an- 
nounce victories "in local engagements 
in the Carpathians. 
Official reports 


from Petrograd are so bare of detail 
as to give little idea of what is hap- 
pening. 


It is assumed that land fighting 


is in progress in conection with the 
new attempt of the allies to gain 
'the Dardanelles and Constantinople, 
Nothing is known-of the scope or de- 
tails ot these operations.
